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1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 11/1 2/2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 

granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent 

6,680,695 has been reviewed and is NOT accepted. 

The disclaimer fee in accordance with 37 CFR 1.20(d) has not been submitted, nor is there 
any authorization in the application file to charge a specified Deposit Account or credit card. 

The person who signed the terminal disclaimer has failed to state his/her capacity to sign for 
the corporation or other business entity, and he/she has not been established as being 
authorized to act on behalf of the assignee. 

2. The basis for the following rejections are set forth in the previous Office Action. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of 
claims 1-20 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,680,695. This is a double patenting rejection. There is only 
a slight difference in language and not in scope between the instant application and the patented 
case. In the instant application, the language "the second data path" is defined for "verifying the 
incoming signal" while the patent language "the verification" is defined by "a second data path for 
verifying." Thus, as there is no change in scope, the instant claims claim the same invention as 
that which is already patented. 

A double-patenting rejection under 35 USC 101 cannot be overcome by a terminal 
disclaimer. This rejection has not been overcome. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of U.S. Patent No. 6,466,161. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because 
someone skilled in the art given the claims of the patent could make and/or use the claimed subject 
matter of the instant application since "differentiating the incoming GPS signal from an auto- 
correlated signal" is completely encompassed by "differentiating the incoming GPS signal from an 
auto-correlated signal and a cross-correlated signal." Claims 16-19 disclose the transceiver in 
combination with the GPS receiver.

This rejection is not responded to since the unacceptable Terminal Disclaimer does not 



terminally disclaim the US patent identified in the rejection.
